PBJC SPECIAL ELECTION-OCT. 13 


On October 13, 1987, a special elec¬ 
tion will be held in Palm Beach County. 
The election will place Palm Beach Junior 
College's temporary, five-year, half-mill 
levy before the voters. The issue con¬ 
cerns the continued availability of quality 
higher education to all residents of Palm 
Beach County. 

The October 13th referendum is the 
result of a three-year effort by PBJC 
supporters who successfully gained ap¬ 
proval from the state legislature to hold 
the election. 

Although the College serves primarily 
the residents of Palm Beach County, 
PBJC RECEIVES NO COUNTY AD VALOREM 
TAXES. The funds allocated by the state have 
not matched the sharp increases in the 
growth of county population. The continued 
Jack of adequate funding has left PBJCs 
Capital improvement needs unmet 

The most critical needs are for construction 
of permanent classrooms. A prime example is 


the South Campus of PBJC which has oper¬ 
ated in only temporary buildings and portable 
trailersforover 13 years. As a result of the lack 
of needed classrooms last year, student en¬ 
rollment was limited. 

Equally critical needs are for the renovation 
of existing buildings and for maintenance of 
facilities. Palm Beach Junior College is the 
oldest community college In Florida and has 
served Palm Beach County for 54 years. Many 
of the College's existing facilities are over 30 
years old and are in need of major improve¬ 
ments. 

Another important need for PBJC is for 
modern equipment. The training demands in 
the technical and allied health fields require 
the availability of up-to-date equipment. 

Funds from the proposed millage may only 
be spent on these items. By law, these 
monies must be spent for construction, reno¬ 
vation, maintenance, and equipment 

Supporters indicate the temporary, five- 
year, half-mill levy will allow Palm Beach 
Junior College to continue providing quality 
higher education to county residents. Theyr 
also believe the millage is vital to the future of 
PBJC and to the investment the College 
makes to the local community. 

Palm Beach Junior College provides 
Freshman and Sophomore classes for 
students going on to a four-year univer¬ 
sity. The College also provides classes for 


students seeking Associate in Science 
Degrees with two year programs special¬ 
ized, business, technical, and profession¬ 
al fields. 

The College provides professional training 
for services which are vital to every county 
resident, everyday. These services include 
firefighters, paramedics, nurses, police, 
and dental hygienists. 

Lifelong learning is the majorfocus of PBJC. 
Last year, the College served 42,000 resi¬ 
dents of the ages 3-to-90 with an average age 
of 34. In addition, hundreds of continuing 
education short courses, seminars, and work¬ 
shops are offered to residents. 

The College also provides an abundance of 
cultural and art opportunities. At PBJC, 
residents may attend performances at the 
Watson B. Duncan III Theatre, the Dolly Hand 
Cultural Arts Center, and the International 
Festival. 

These programs and services depend on 
the temporary, five-year, half-mill levy. The 
cost of the levy will be 50 cents per$1,000 of 
appraised property value. This translates to a 
cost of only one-to-five cents per day for the 
average homeowner with a homestead ex¬ 
emption. 

The results of this special election on 
Tuesday, October 13, 1987 will be of great 
Interest to county residents. 


President's Scholars Named 


Students from 16 area high schools 
were awarded tuition scholarships for the 
fall term by Dr. Eissey. Seventy-one 
scholarships were given out at a special 
ceremony honoring the President's 
Scholars. 

The scholarships are renewable for the 
four terms required for graduation, pro¬ 
vided grade point averages are maintained, 
and could mean as much as$1,51 9 to each 
student. 

The students were welcomed to the 
ceremony by Dr. Philip 0. Lichtblau, 
Board Chairman for the College, and by 
Dr. R. Camille Dorman, Assistant Superin¬ 
dent of Instruction for the Palm Beach 
County School Board. 

Dr. Eissey challenged the scholars to 
explore a "friendly college" and to make the 
most of their opportunity. 

The scholars are in the upper 10 percent 


of their graduating class with at least a 3.0 
grade point average.

Palm Beach Junior College has gained a 
firm reputation in the state of Florida for 
its innovative Water/Wastewater Train¬ 
ing Program. 
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PBJC Authors State Training Manual 


Palm Beach Junior College has been 
honored by the Department of Environ¬ 
mental Resources by being chosen to auth¬ 
or a training manual for use by the waste- 
water operator training facilities in the State 
of Florida. 

The manual will include course outlines, 
training objectives, lists of educational re¬ 
sources, educational specifications for facil¬ 
ities, and suggested course timelines. 

The authors of the manual are Nancy 
Bentum and Lee Kraft, both of whom are 
members of the Water/Wastewater Advis¬ 
ory Committee, employed at local waste- 
water processing facilities and adjunct in¬ 
structors for PBJC. For their efforts in 


writing the 1 88-page manual, the Depart¬ 
ment of Education has provided Bentum 
and Kraft with a vocational grant for $1,200. 

As a result of their efforts, and the efforts 
of the PBJC Water/Wastewater Advisory 
Committee, PBJC has gained a firm reputa¬ 
tion in the State of Florida for its innova¬ 
tive water/wastewater training program. 

This recognition has placed Palm Beach 
Junior College In the envied position of 
serving as a consultant for the training 
programs of other state training centers. 

The impact is that PBJC is consulted for 
statewide curriculum content, licensing ex¬ 
amination topics, facility specifications, and 
educational resources.

PBJC North Breaks Ground 


An overflow crowd of approximately 
100 business leaders and guests stood 
outside in the heat of June to attend the 
groundbreaking ceremonies for the Philip 
D. Lewis Center for Business/Industry 
Technology at Palm Beach Junior College 
North. 

"This was more than just a ground 
breaking for a vital building,” said Dr. Ottis 
Smith, PBJC North Provost. "We are 
honoring a great legislator, and a friend of 
business, industry and education.” 

At the ceremony, speaker after speaker 
said the College could not have chosen a 
better person for whom to name the 
Center, and Dr. Eissey said our good 
friend, Phil, has honored us by accepting 
the designation. 

Bishop Thomas V. Daily, in the opening 
prayer, set the tone, mentioning a "good 
and gentle man,” and the "lives of those 
who have a radiance of virtue." 

Mrs. Homer Hand, speaking for the 
Board of Trustees, spoke of Phil's effec¬ 


tiveness, both as a legislator and as a 
private citizen. She said his effective¬ 
ness was based on both professional and 
personal integrity. 

Clark Maxwell, executive director of the 
State Board of Community Colleges, said 
the Center's name was especially appro¬ 
priate. He said that almost any educa¬ 
tional building, and many buildings in 
other areas of the community, might have 
been appropriately named in honor of the 
former President of the Senate. 

Senator Lewis responded by talking 
about the importance of his support from 
family, friends and church. He graciously 
accepted a resolution from the Board. 

After the formal presentations, a multi¬ 
shovel brigade actually broke ground on 
the site where the building will stand.
